Great Weapon Pool 
Forming In 
Southeast Asia 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


large influx of American, Rus- 
sian and Chinese weapons into 
Southeast Asia because of the 
Vietnam war is leading to a 
vast pool of second-hand but 
highly usable arms for interna- 
tional trade, according to a 
prominent defense analyst. 


Louis A. Frank, a member of 


the Stanford Research Institute, 
says the war will leave in its 
wake "hundreds of thousands of 
weapons, ranging from small 
arms through antiaircraft guns, 
tanks, mortars, mines and air- 
craft" that will be sold as sur- 
plus. 


Frank, who released his study 


in a newly published book, "The 
Arms Trade in International Re» 
lations," also said a re-equip- 
ping of NATO forces expected 
in the early 1970s will add even 
more weapons to the surplus 
available for purchase.

Eavesdropping Ruling Upheld 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)— 
The 


Supreme Court refused today to 
reconsider a March 10 eaves- 
dropping ruling that the govern- 
ment said would have an "ad- 
verse impact" upon gathering 
of foreign intelligence. 


At the same time, the court 


followed the thrust of the March 
10 decision by ordering hearings 
in federal 
courts 
for more 


than a dozen criminal defen- 
dants Including Teamsters Un- 
ion president James R. Hoffa 
and former heavyweight boxing 
champion Muhammad All to de- 
termine 
if the government's 


electronic surveillance of them 
was unlawful. 


The Justice Department re- 
quested the court to exempt 
from 
the constitltion's re- 


straints 
government eaves- 


dropping and wiretapping for 
the sake of the country's "ex- 


ternal security." 
Additionally, the department 
had asked the court to fore- 
close examination of bugging 
transcripts by defendants in 
these cases and their lawyers. 


The court rejected this plea 
out of hand. 
The plea, entered by Solicitor 
General Erwin Grlswold, had 
urged modification of the March 
10 decision "in the interest of 
self-preservation" of the na- 
tion. 
The plea Included an assertion 
by the government that wire- 
tapping and eavesdropping to 
obtain foreign intelligence in- 
formation are exempt from the 
restraints imposed by the Four- 
th Amendment to the U. S.Con- 
stitution. 
The 
court 
obviously dis- 


agreed, but following tradition 
did not set forth its reasons 


for declining to reconsider its 
ruling. Reconsideration is rar- 
ely granted. 
Thus the action was not en- 
tirely unexpected, although the 
speed with which the court act- 
ed raised some eyebrows. 
The 5-3 ruling entitled con- 
victed spies, extortionists and 
other criminal defendants to 
determine for themselves whe- 
ther prosecution stemmed from 
illegal electronic surveillance 
from federal agents.

Chief Clay said he has bud­ 
geted this year for a slide pro­ 
jector which he feels will pro­ 
duce a better program on the 
local level. 
A display case, showing var­ 
ious drugs and narcotics has 
been set up in the police de­ 
partm ent and is open to the 
public. 
It contains such items 
as marijuana, heroine, pills, 
needles and various other items 
which are used by drug abusers. 
Asked 
how 
many abusers 
there are in this county, the Po­ 
lice Chief and Sheriff indicated 
that it was very hard to estimate 
the number since so many of 
their reports come from rumor, 
and without an arrest, it is 
difficult to establish. 
They did say that many young* 
sters who indicate that they are 
smoking "pot" are bragging to 
make themselves sound big to 
their friends. 
After 
considerable discus­ 
sion, the police and sheriff said 
that if they had to pick a figure, 
they would estimate that less 
than five per cent of the high 
school age youth are using mari­ 
juana. 
This, of course is im­ 
possible to prove, but it is at 
least gives us a very rough es­ 
tim ate at how serious the prob­ 
lem is at the county level. 
Doug Sale, principal of Red 


Bluf High School was asked the 
same question, and his guess 
was approximately three per 
cent of the students are using 
marijuana. 
"We have a problem, of cour­ 
se ," he said," many of the peop­ 
le don't think we have any, but 
we know we do.” 
"Kids tell us it's here (mari­ 
juana), but we hav? neve" found 
any on the cam pus." he added. 
"W e're working very closely 
with the police and sheriff's 
department on this. But, what 
really bothers me, "he said, 
" is LSD!" 
What can we as citizens do 
to help curb the drug and nar­ 
cotic abuse in our county? 
Sheriff Williams said, "What 
we want is the cooperation of 
John Q. Citizen, because law 
enforcement 
is every body’s 
business." 
"W e're not asking people to 
be stool pidgeons, " he added, 
"w e are interested in parents 
taking more interest and con­ 
cern with 
their

Police Chief Clay added, "It

Year Delay Forecast 
Before Substantial 
Troop Withdrawal 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
Some 
key U. S. m ilitary leaders say lt 
may take a year before substan­ 
tial numbers of A m e r i c a n 
troops can be withdrawn from 
Vietnam. 
But they stress 
their judg­ 
ment is based on military fac­ 
to rs and acknowledge agree­ 
ment at the Paris peace talks or 
a Nixon Administration decision 
could start a pullout earlier. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird said Sunday, "I do not 
believe that now is the tim e” to 
. discuss U. S. troop withdraw­ 
als. 
Laird said this is because the 
enemy is continuing a "very af­ 
firm ative and strong offensive’' 
and because mutual troop pull­ 
back is a major negotiating is ­ 
sue in P aris. 
However, the new Pentagon 
chief spoke of moving toward 
"V ietnam esing" the war by mo­ 
dernizing 
the South Vietna­ 
mese forces — ARVN— on "a 
realistic basis" — meaning at a 
faster rate than the Johnson Ad­ 
m inistration’s program. 
Senior officers said any uni­ 
lateral 
withdrawal of 
U. S. 
troops will have to be keyed to 
improved battlefield perform ­ 
ance of the South Vietnamese 
troops, something which in­ 
volves more than just moderni­ 
zed weapons and equipment.

Great Weapon Pool 
Forming In 
Southeast Asia 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
large influx of American, Rus­ 
sian and Chinese weapons into 
Southeast Asia because of the 
Vietnam war is leading to a 
vast pool of second-hand but 
highly usable arm s for interna­ 
tional trade, according to 
a 
prominent defense analyst. 
Louis A. Frank, a member of 
the Stanford Research Institute, 
says the war will leave in its 
wake "hundreds of thousands of 
weapons, ranging from small 
arm s through antiaircraft guns, 
tanks, m ortars, mines and air­ 
craft" that will be sold as sur­ 
plus. 
Frank, who released his study 
in a newly published book, "The 
Arms Trade in International Re­ 
lations," also said a re-equip­ 
ping of NATO forces expected 
in the early 1970s will add even 
more weapons to the surplus 
available for purchase.

Trudeau today as the "first of­

common ties of friendship bind­ 
ing the neighboring countries.

But there 
were trum pet flourishes and a 
m ilitary honor guard lining the 
driveway as the 49-year -old 
bachelor prim e minister a r- 
r ived at the White House to begin 
talks with Nixon and a round of 
social activities. 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)— 
The 
Supreme Court refused today to 
reconsider a March 10 eaves­ 
dropping ruling that the govern- 
ment said would have an "a d ­ 
verse im pact" upon gathering 
of foreign intelligence. 
At the same time, the court 
followed the thrust of the March 
10 decision by ordering hearings 
in federal 
courts 
for more 
than a dozen criminal defen­ 
dants including Team sters Un­ 
ion president Jam es R. Hoffa 
and form er heavyweight boxing 
champion Muhammad All to de­ 
term ine 
if the government's 
electronic surveillance of them 
was unlawful. 
The 
Justice Department re ­ 
quested 
the 
court to exempt 
from 
the 
Constitition’s re ­ 
straints 
government 
eaves­ 
dropping and wiretapping for 
the sake of the country’s "ex ­ 


ternal security." 
Additionally, 
the department 
had asked the court to fore­ 
close 
examination of bugging 
transcripts by defendants in 
these cases and their lawyers. 
The court rejected this plea 
out of hand. 
The plea, entered by Solicitor 
General Erwin Griswold, had 
urged modification of the March 
10 decision "in the interest of 
self-preservation" of the na­ 
tion. 
The plea included an assertion 
by the government that w ire­ 
tapping and eavesdropping to 
obtain foreign intelligence in­ 
formation are exempt from the 
restraints imposed by the Four­ 
th Amendment to the U. S.Con­ 
stitution. 
The 
court 
obviously dis­ 
agreed, but following tradition 
did not set forth its reasons 


for declining to reconsider its 
ruling. Reconsideration is r a r ­ 
ely granted. 
Thus the action was not en­ 
tirely unexpected, although the 
speed with which the court act­ 
ed raised some eyebrows. 
The 5-3 ruling entitled con­ 
victed spies, extortionists and 
other crim inal 
defendants to 
determine for them selves whe­ 
ther prosecution stemmed from 
illegal electronic surveillance 
from federal agents. 
The ruling dealt specifically 
with the conviction of a Russian 
chauffeur Igor Ivanov, who was 
sentenced to 20 years on spy 
conspiracy charges. 
The government had said that 
it would abandon several secur­ 
ity cases rather than open its 
files. 
At the same tim e, the justices 
returned more than a dozen ap­ 


peals to lower federal courts to 
determine if the 
defendants 
were victims of illegal eaves - 
dropping. 


These included the conviction 
of Muhammad Ali, the deposed 
heavyweight boxing champion, 
on draft charges and of Jam es 
R . Hoffa, president of the Team - 
sters Union, on both jury t am­ 
pering and mail fraud charges. 


The court cautioned that all 
that the defendants are entitled 
to at this stage is a hearing to 
determ ine if the government’s 
electronic 
surveillance 
was 
unlawful. 


If the government acted legal­ 
ly, the court said, there would 
be no disclosure to the defend­ 
ant of m aterial in government 
files and further proceedings 
would be necessary.

which help or harm your health. 
Good food, proper eating and 
sleeping habits are the founda- 
tion for good health. Your meals 
should provide the essential 
foods so necessary to your fast- 
growing gody, and most school 
libraries will have a number of 
good books on the subject of 
well-balanced diets. Circum- 
stances at homa may prevent 
you from following recommend- 
ed diets to the letter but come 
as close as you can. Try to 
cut down on some of the things 
which may taste good but could 
be harmful in excess, such as 
too many fried foods, soda pop 
of too many sweets.

If you've been paying more for tomatoes in the supermarket 


and enjoying them less, you can blame tomato growers in Florida. 


Florida growers, it seems, draw up federal standards on to- 


matoes for the U. S. agricultural department. Florida growers 
also compete with tomato growers in Mexico. This year, apparently 
worried by Mexican competition, Florida growers imposed size 
restrictions on tomatoes, whose effect was to sharply cut the im- 
portation of Mexican tomatoes. The move has driven up the price 
of winter tomatoes by a third and presumably the profits of Flori- 
da growers. 


"While U. S. housewives are irked with the price increases," 


reports the Wall Street Journal which first got onto the story, 
"Mexican tomato farmers are enraged as they watchtons oi their 
tomatoes being devoured by cattle or simply rotting in heaps along 
the highways." 


Not only do winter tomatoes cost more than last year, but they 


aren't as tasty. The Florida tomato is not as sweet as the vine-rip- 
ened tomato brought from Mexico. 


The Mexican government, undoubtedly, is more than a little 


distressed -with the U. S. move. Upwards of 15,000 of the 100,000 
workers in tomatoes have been laid off, economic losses have 
been running in the millions of dollars and growers fear they will 
be unable to get financing to plant next year's crop. 


Ironically, this has taken place despite the fact that in years 


past, the United States encouraged the Mexican tomato industry 
to expand by sending agricultural experts to help farmers grow 
more tomatoes and helped finance irrigation projects to open new 
lands for growing tomatoes. 


So once again, through its own short-shighted policies, the 


United States is cast in the role of the villain, a money-grabbing, 
don't give-a-damn neighbor.

pany, which paid the Nixons 
law firm $771,129.83 during 
the years 1961.67, has managed 
to get the Justice Department 
to dismiss an antitrust case 
involving the eleven-year battle 
over competing pipelines in the 
Far West. John Mitchell, now 
Attorney General, who dismis. 
sed the case on Jan. 26, six 
days after taking office, is a 
former senior partner in the 
Nixon law firm. 


Gov. Reagan's administra» 


tion in California subsequently 
dismissed California's suit a. 
gainst El Paso, as did Gov. 
Calvin Rampton of Utah, under 
very peculiar circumstances. 


The case involves the attempt 


by El Paso Natural Gas, big- 
gest pipeline company in the 
world, to monopolize the supply 
of natural gas to the Far West 
by buying up and merging with 
Pacific Northwest Gas, its chief 
competitor, on Dec. 31, 1959. 
The Supreme Court overturned 
t s merger in 1962 with a 
strongly worded opinion. 


Three times the Supreme 


Court has spoken out on this 
case, each time vigorously rul» 
ing against natural gas mono, 
poly. The last time it spoke 
out, it severely criticized the 
U.S. District Judge Willis Rit. 
ter of Salt Lake City, and or. 
dered him removed from the 
case. "Judge Ritter," the Su- 
preme 
Court stated, "has 


knuckled under to El Paso." 


The case thenwas turned over 


to U.S. District Judge Olin HaU 
field Chilson, 
who okayed a 


merger between Pacific North, 
west Gas and Colorado Inter, 
state Gas, 


Because this would give two 


companies a monopoly of the 
entire West, the Justice De- 
partment under Attorney Gen* 
eral Ramsey Clark filed a new 
antitrust suit. The State of Cal. 
ifornia and the State of Utah 
joined in the suit. The merger 
of Pacific Northwestwith Color, 
ado Interstate, they contended, 
would let El Paso and the new 
combine divide the Western 
market between them. 


Attorney General Clark stat- 


ed that he considered the case 
one of the most important anti- 
trust suits in the country. 


NIXON AG DISAGREES 


He had only been out of of. 


fice six days, however, when his 
successor, who had been Nix- 
on's campaign manager and a 
partner in the firm which re- 
ceived 
$771,129.83 from El 


Paso, dismissed the suit. AU 
torneys in the antitrust division 
of the Justice Department were 
very much opposed to the dis- 
missal. 


After Attorney General MiU 


chell pulled the rug out from 
under the whole Itigation, Gov. 
Reagan followed in California 
with a dismissal of its case as 
did Gov. Rampton in Utah, a 
Democrat. Interesting aspect 
of the latter dismissal is that 
the letter of dismissal was 
signed not by Attorney General 
Vernon Romney of Utah but by 
the Governor, who normally 
does not sign legal papers. 


Furthermore, notice of the 


dismissal was mailed to other 
attorneys in the case in the en- 
velopes of Colorado Interstate 
Gas in Colorado Springs, not 
in the envelopes of the Utah 
State government, nor from Salt 
Lake City which is the capital 
of Utah. 


Gov. Rampton, in telling the 


press why he dismissed the 
case, lamely explained that Col. 
orado Interstate had promised 
to deposit some of its funds in 


Utah banks, which, of course, 
has notliing to do with the rates 
which Western gas consumers 
will now have to pay as a re- 
sult of monopoly.

Washington S t a t e , father of 
Frand Coulee Dam and the Fed« 
eral Communications Act, has 
returned from inspecting Rus- 
sia's big Bratsk Dam on Lake 
Baikal.

We are told that one of Mr. 


Nixon's commissions is hard 
at work on tlie revision of the 
tax laws, and that is reassur- 
ing. They should certainly be 
revised. They groan under the 
weight of inequity, and asym- 
metry, but by that I 
do not 


mean oil depletion allowances, 
the incarnation of evil without 
the existence of which The Na- 
tion magazine would simply 
have to fold. 


I have always thought that the 


oil depletion allowance is posi- 
tively the easiest thing around 
to handle: if the Department of 
Commerce reasons that there is 
overproduction in oil (there is, 
by the way), well let the De- 
partment recommend that oil 
discovered after 1 January 1970 
shall not be subject to depletion 
benefits. Where tlie typical lib- 
eral errs is in lustingfor retro- 
active penalties. Although he is 
all the time talking about jus. 
tice, he somehow reasons that 
it is just (a) to en courage drill- 
ing for oil by offering the re- 
ward of a depletion allowance— 
and then (b) to eliminate that 
allowance after a prospector 
has risked his money and struck 
the oil.

Building Blocks 
Out Of Garbage 


TOKYO (AP)— Garbage may 
be garbage to other people, 
but to Kunitoshi Tezuka it's pro- 
fitable junk. 


His firm, Tezuka Kozan, has 


developed a machine that com- 
presses garbage into rock-hard 
blocks that can be used for 
building foundations and road 
construction. 


Designed 
to cope 
with the 


snowballing volume of garbage 
in cities and industrial cen- 
ters, 
the 
machine crunches 


worn-out bicycles, washing ma- 
chines and refrigerators as well 
as potato peels and paper into 
solid blocks that take up one- 
flfth the original space. 


Two machines are ir. opera- 


tion in Japan — at the cities of 
Kofu and Yokosuka — and in- 
terest has been roused all ov- 
er the world, although the ma- 
chines are quite expensive. 


Liquids squeezed out are dis- 


posed of separately by chem- 
ical 
treatment. The inventor 


says the crushing destroys mi- 
cro-organisms, eliminating od- 
ors. 


Tezuka said tests conducted 


by Kyoto University over aslx- 
month period proved also that 
the blocks would not decom- 
pose, and he said, they do not 
shrink. 


but it bears examination. What 
If in 1967 he lost a million 
dollars? I note that mv brother 
writers were unanimous a few 
years ago in asking that re- 
wards for successful books 
should be applied over a period 
of five years, i.e., to compen- 
sate for the lean years. What 
we desire for ourselves in 
measuring our exiguous income 
should presumably apply to oth- 
ers, even if they are rich. Ev- 
ery now and then it pays to re- 
mind outselves that it is not a 
sin to be rich, yea, neither is 
it anti-social to be rich. 


One fears that Mr. Nixon's 
reforms will be 
jerry-built. 


Raise this tax, lowe that one, 
increase that exemption, re- 
duce the other one, up the sick- 
ness allowance, down the cock- 
tall deduction; that kind of thing. 
And never mind that it has been 
proved again and again and 
again that every single effort to 
make justice by tax laws re- 
sults in the making of new in- 
justices; and, always, the tax 
form becomes longer, the tax 
law more complicated, and al- 
ways always, human ingenuity 
manages to exploit the loop- 
holes so that in eliminating this 
one, you merely create that one. 


If only Mr. Nixon would advo- 
cate truly radical reform. 
Professor 
Milton Friedman 


has pointed out that if the fed- 
eral government (a) eliminated 
all personal deductions: and (b) 
doubled all dependent exemp- 
tions, the government could (c) 
raise as much money as it now 
raises by laying down a flat 
tax of twenty percent on all 
Incoms. Any attempt to strain 
that proposal through the usual 
Injustice - collecting 
filters 


leaves us a little 
confused. 


Obviously the poor would great- 
ly benefit from doubling the 
exemption — which, obviously, 
should be doubled if it 'is to 
remain a serious effort to judge 
the cost of rearing and main- 
taining a child. Obviously the 
rich would be hurt from the 
removing of deductions, tax-de- 
ductibles having become per- 
force a way of life for so many 
of them. And then on top of it 
all to abandon finally the pro- 
gressive feature of the income 
taxi—that socialist accretion of 
the twenties and thirties, so 
relatively useless as a revenue 
raiser (less than two per cent 
the 
government's 
revenue 


comes from the — over $500,- 
000 per year—very rich), so 
obviously punitive. 


Then let the individual states 


write their own tax codes- 
including progressive rates, as 
the individual state sees fit. 
And let the facilities of the 
federal government be available 
to the states, so that, for in- 
stance, a resident of Illinois 
earning $15,000 yer year would 
pay the twenty percent to Wash- 
ington and—after looking at the 
Illinois chart under $15,000— 
an additional five percent, which 
will be remitted by Washington 
to Illinois. The simplicity, the 
reorientation of economic ef- 
fort away from tax-advantage 
towards true economic advant- 
age, staggers the imagination. 
Alas, not unlikely it will stag- 
ter the imagination of Mr. Nix- 
on's tax advisers who will be 
afraid to reach out for true 
reform, fearing the demagogic 
furies. But who knows, maybe 
Mr. Nixon has a surprise for 
us. It is about time.

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Tomato Imperialism 


It you've tmm paying mora for tomatoes In the supermarket 
and enjoying them lass, you can blame tomato growers in Florida. 
Florida gTowers, U seems, draw up federal standards on to­ 
matoes for the U, S. agricultural department. Florida growers 
also compete with tomato growers In Mexico. This year, apparently 
worried by Mexican competition, Florida growers Imposed size 
restrictions on tomatoes, whose effect was to sharply cut the im - 
port at ion of Mexican tomatoes. The move has driven up the price 
of winter tomatoes by a third and presumably the profits of Flori­ 
da growers. 


“While U. S, housewives are irked with the price Increases,” 
reports the Wall Street Journal which first got onto the story, 
“ Mexican tomato farm ers are enraged as they watch tons of their 
tomatoes being devoured by cattle or simply rotting in heaps along 
the highways.” 
Not only do winter tomatoes cost more than last year, but they 
aren’t as tasty. The Florida tomato is not as sweet as ti»e vtne-rtp- 
ened tomato brought from Mexico. 


The Mexican government, undoubtedly, Is more than a little 
distressed with the U. S, move. Upwards of 15,000 of the 100,000 
workers in tomatoes have been laid off, economic losses have 
been running in the millions of dollars and growers fear they will 
be unable to get financing to plant next year's crop. 


Ironically, this has taken place despite the fact that In years 
past, the United States encouraged the Mexican tomato industry 
to expand by sending agricultural experts to help farmers grow 
more tomatoes and helped finance Irrigation projects to open new 
lands for growing tomatoes. 


So once again, through its own short-shighted policies, the 
United States is cast in the role of the villain, a money-grabbing, 
don’t give-a-damn neighbor.

John Mitchell, now 
Attorney General, who dismis­ 
sed the case on Jan. 26, six 
days after taking office, is a 
former senior partner in tlic 
Nixon law firm. 
Gov. 
Reagan's administra* 
tion in California subsequently 
dismissed California’s suit a- 
gainst El Paso, as did Gov. 
Calvin Hampton of Utah, under 
very peculiar circumstances. 
The case involves the attempt 
by El Paso Natural Gas, big- 
gest pipeline company in the 
world, to monopolize the supply 
of natural gas to the Far West 
by buying up and merging with 
Pacific Northwest Gas, its chief 
competitor, on Dec. 31, 1959. 
The Supreme Court overturned 
t s merger in 1962 with a 
strongly worded opinion. 
Three 
times the Supreme 
Court has spoken out on this 
case, each time vigorously rul* 
ing against natural gas mono- 
poly. The last time it spoke 
out, it severely criticized the 
U.S. District Judge Willis Rit­ 
ter of Salt Lake City, and or­ 
dered him removed from the 
case. “ Judge Ritter,” the Si* 
preme 
Court stated, 
“ lias 
knuckled under to El Paso.” 
The case tlienwas turned over 
to U.S. District Judge Olin Hat­ 
field Chilson, 
who okayed a 
merger between Pacific North­ 
west Gas and Colorado Inter­ 
state Gas. 
Because this would give two 
companies a monopoly of the 
entire West, the Justice De­ 
partment under Attorney Geiw 
eral Ramsey Clark filed a new 
antitrust suit. The State of Cal­ 
ifornia and the State of Utah 
joined in the suit. The merger 
of Pacific Northwest with Color­ 
ado Interstate, they contended, 
would let El Paso and the new 
combine 
divide the Western 
market between them. 
Attorney General Clark stat­ 
ed that lie considered the case 
one of the most important anti­ 
trust suits in the country.

ON FISCAL REFORM 
We are told that one of Mr. 
Nixon's commissions is hard 
at work on the revision of the 
tax laws, and that is reassur­ 
ing. They should certainly be 
revised. They groan under the 
weight of inequity, and asym­

mean oil depletion allowances, 
the incarnation of evil without 
the existence of which The Na­ 
tion

would simply 
have to fold. 
I have always thought that the 
oil depletion allowance is posi­ 
tively the easiest tiling around 
to handle: if the Department of 
Commerce reasons that there is 
overproduction in oil (there is, 
by the way), well let the De­ 
partment recommend that oil 
discovered after 1 January 1970 
shall not be subject to depletion 
benefits. Where the typical lib­ 
eral e rrs Is in lusting for retro­ 
active penalties.

Out Of Garbage 


TOKYO (AP)— Garbage may 
be garbage to other people, 
but to KunitoshiTezuka it’s pro­ 
fitable junk. 


His firm, Tezuka Kozan, has 
developed a machine that com­ 
presses garbage into rock-hard 
blocks that can be used for 
building foundations and road 
construction. 


Designed 
to cope with the 
snowballing volume of garbage 
in cities and industrial cen­ 
ters, 
the 
machine crunches 
worn-out bicycles, washing ma­ 
chines and refrigerators as well 
as potato peels and paper into 
solid blocks that take up one- 
fifth the original space. 


Two machines are in opera­ 
tion in Japan — at the cities of 
Kofu and Yokosuka — and in­ 
terest has been roused all ov­ 
er the world, although the ma­ 
chines are quite expensive. 


Liquids squeezed out are dis­ 
posed of separately by chem­ 
ical 
treatment. The inventor 
says the crushing destroys mi­ 
cro-organisms, eliminating od­ 
ors. 
Tezuka said tests conducted 
by Kyoto University over asix- 
month period proved also that 
the blocks would not decom­ 
pose, and he said, they do not 
shrink.

000 per year—very rich), so 
obviously punitive. 
Then let the individual states 
write their own tax codes— 
Including progressive rates, as 
the Individual state sees fit. 
And iet the facilities of the 
federal government be available 
to the states, so that, for in­ 
stance, a resident of Illinois 
earning $15,000 yer year would 
pay the twenty percent to Wash­ 
ington and—after looking at the 
Illinois chart under $15,000— 
an additional five percent, which 
will be remitted by Washington 
to Illinois. The simplicity, the 
reorientation of economic ef­ 
fort away from tax-advantage 
towards true economic advant­ 
age, staggers the imagination. 
Alas, not unlikely it will stag- 
ter the imagination of Mr. Nix­ 
on's tax advisers who will be 
afraid to reach out for true 
reform, fearing the demagogic 
furies. But who knows, maybe 
Mr. Nixon has a surprise for 
us. It is about time.

To Discuss Atheists

VATICAN CITY (AP) -A joint 
effort by the Vatican and the 
University of California to dis­ 
cuss why atheists don*t be­ 
lieve in God will start a pro­ 
gram of cooperation between 
the Vatican and secular univer­ 
sities. 
The disclosure was made by 
a Vatican prelate on the eve 
of a five-day symposium or­ 
ganized by the Vatican Secre­ 
tariat tor Non -Believers and the 
University of 
California 
at 
Berkeley. The symoosium will 
bring together sociologists and 
theologians 
from 
more than 
nine nations for an exchange of 
views on the spread of religious 
disbelief. 
The symposium, being held at 
a 
Rome hotel March 22-27, 
marks the Vatican's first ven­ 
ture into this kind of cooper­ 
ation with a non-Catholic edu­ 
cational Institution. 
"Certainly there will be more 
such meetings,*’saidMsgr.An­ 
tonio Grumelli, undersecretary 
of the secretariat. 
The year-old Agnelli Founda­ 
tion, related to the Fiat auto­ 
makers, is financing the first 
symposium titled, "TheCulture 
of Unbelief." 
"We hope to continue our re­ 
lations with Berkeley and also 
work with other universities in 
other 
countries," said Msgr. 
Grumelli. 
He suggested that foundations 
other than Agnelli might help. 
H e said a representative of the 
Ford Foundation had paid him a 


call earlier this week. 
The idea for the symposium 
was born more than a year ago 
In a conversation Msgr. Gru­ 
melli had in the United States 
with 
Prof. 
Charles Glock, 
chairman of the sociology de­ 
partment at Berkeley. 
"Prof. Glock told me of the 
scope of studies in research in 
American 
universities on the 
problems of belief and unbe­ 
lief," said the monsignor. 
"1 was particularly interested 
in 
the program in Berkeley 
whose sociology department is 
one of the best in American uni­ 
versities."

Efforts Proposed 


SACRAMENTO (AP) --An as­ 
semblyman proposed stronger 
efforts today to preserve Cali- 
om la’s open lands, citing recent 
flood and slide damage to homes 
as an example of local govern­ 
mental bungling of the problem. 
Assemblyman Jonn T. Knox, 
D -Richmond, put forth five bills 
endorsed to preserve more open 
areas in urban localities. 
If 
local 
government still 
doesn’t take tlie initiative, lie 
said, then “ every possible ave­ 
nue must be explored, Including 


more extensive use of the police 
power. 
Effective action in tlie 
preservation of open space is 
mandatory, and to the extent 
necessary should be assumed by 
the state.”
